pressions of his own mind. But the great 
and decisive objection to the Embargo does 
by no means rest on the unconstitutionality 
of a cojlateral act, passed in relation to it. 


‘1f it can be proved that the measure itself, 


considering the crisis at whichit was brought 
forward and the subsequent period of its ep- 
eration, is utterly repugnant to the whole 
tenor and spirit of the Constitution ; it 
would be idle to rély solely, or chiefly, upon 
objections, however conclusive they ought 


to be, to the irregularity of its adoption, or 


tothe mode of its execution. And that 
such is the character of the Embargo, or 
that the Constitution is radically defective, 
is capable, we trust, of demonstration. 

Our Constitution isthe form of our civil 
government. Civil government in frec 
coantri¢s like ours, is an institution suppo- 
sed to be founded on the veluntary surren- 
dry of certain natura) rights of the govern- 
ed, as the price of their protection in the 
exercise ef those which they retain, and of 
certain political vights and privileges which 
they thereby acquire. That government 
therefore is the best for its swhjects, which 
returns for the fewest natural rights surren- 
dered, the greatest number of political 
rights and privileges, and the most effectu- 
a] security both of these and of the natural 
rights retained ; security, | mean, not only 
for the time being, but also against future 
contingencies. Te ‘fix, however, on the 
precise portion of rights which ought to be 
surrendered for this purpose ; so as to Te- 
strain the proneness to usurpation on one 
hand, and to licentiousness on the other ; 
requires a knowledge at once so compre- 
hensive and .particular, of innumerable 
things which are always varying with eve- 
ry change of time and place and other acci- 
Cents, that it has been reckoned among the 
mozt dificult tasks. F.xcellence in theory, 
Without reference to practice, is a thing un- 
intelligible. Theories are good or bad -ac- 
cording as they are more or less practical- 
ly applicable to good purposes. And these 
will ciffer with cvery diversity of circum- 
Stance. Whether our Constitution is so 
perfect, in all respects; asit might be, ad- 
mits, perhaps, ofa question. It has been 

















somewhat altered, and sometimes violated. 
By the latter it has suffered a diminution 
of credit; by the former, of strength and 
credit too. Whatare to be the ultimate 
consequences of both, its real, original 
friends can feel no pleasure in foreboding. 
They know that too much energy was nev- 
er among its characteristic traits, and that 
its very existence is staked upon a continu- 
ance of that respect, that general opinion 
of its sacredness and inviolability, which, it 
can never be assailed, nor even frequently 
amended, without depreciating. If, howev- 
er, it is imperfect in some points, or less 
perfect than it was originally; it is still 
good; the best, unquestionably, on earth. 
For, judging from this theory of our gov- 
ernment applied to our actual situation and 
capacity for realizing the blessings it was 
intended to secure ; it would seem, that no 
people on earth enjoy so much rational lib- 
erty as we do; that is, that none, at the ex- 
pense of so few rights surrendered, are so 
effectually secured in the exercise of those 
reserved. 

Is such, then, the fact? This is the capi- 
tal question? and would to Ged that it ad- 
mitted of an answer, consistent with the 
honor or the prosperity of this nation. 
Fain shonid we find in such an answer a re- 
futation of all we have said. But, unhap- 
pily, the-question is too late. The embar- 
go, intended as there is reason to fear for a 
permanent measure, has deprived us of 
some of our most valuable rights ; rights 
which the subjects of every other govern- 
ment under heaven enjoy ; which we never 
surrendered to our own ; but which, on the 
contrary, it was the sole aim and condition 
of its institution to defend and perpetuate 
to its subjects forever. Here, therefore, 
we fix the charge of unconstitutionality a- 
fainst the embargo itsel{—upon the fact, 
that it violates a principle which forms the 
entire basis of the coustitution—upon the 
fact, that it strikes at the maia pillar in the 
temple of American liberty. 

How this fact ought to affect the cxse of 
those who have ventured to resist the vio- 
lence employed to enforce submission to 
the emmbago, is a nice andinteresting point, 
but the proper place for its discussion is 
nothere. If, however, the sin of resistance 
should be measured by the «hity of subniis- 
sion ;. that is, by « comparison of the gene- 
ral consequences ef both ; suth persons we 
think could have no great to fear: for un- 
less the will of God and the will of Mr. 
Jefferson are convertibld expressions, which 
some scrupuleus people may not choose to 
admit; it would puzzle the ingenuity of a- 
ny democrat to make submission to the em- 
bargo an affair of moral obligation at all. 
And, that it is pot required -by the will of 
the constitution, is a plain inference from 
what has been proved. It will howerer be 
made somewhat plainer presently. Only 
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first we ber leave to suggest another evi- 
dent inference from the foregoing. It is 
this. ‘That altho’ the theory of a govern- 
ment be never so happily conformed to the 
condition of its subjects, much still. must 
depend on the character of those by whoni 
itis administered. Pew men are inflexibly 
virtuous. And the public functionaries are 
exposed to unusual temptations. Hence the 
maxim, that one of the best evidences of a 
good form of government is its tendency 
to ensute the goodness of its administra- 
tion. Should it be said that this maxim 
conveys acensure at this day on our own 
constitution, deregatory from the praise a- 
bove bestowed on it; the answer is, that 
most general consequences admit of ex- 
ceptions; consequently, that the corrupt- 
ness of the present administration does not 
necessarily infer any original defect in the 
constitution. It infers, at the most, the de- 
fects only which it has occasioned, and, that 
the tendency of the best forms of govern- 
ment to fortify the integrity of virtuous ras 
lers, is too weak to restrain the profigacy 
of corrupt ones. 

To return tothe other inference, viz. 
that submission to the embargo is not re- 
quired by the constitution. Any further 
elucidation or support of this inference 
might be deemed superfluous, because, the 
embargo itself being unconstitutional, it is 
plain that the observance of it cannot be 
made a point ef constitutional obligation. 
It is only “ the constitution and the laws of 
the Uuited_ States which shall be made im 
fiursuance thereof”’—that “shall be the su- 
preme law of the land.” But we shall so- 
licit the indulgence of the reader a dittle 
longer, because we conceive that the fact 
asserted in this ioference can be proved 
upon general principles, not oaly without 
the aid of the reasoning whenee it is de- 
duced, but so as strengly to confirm it. 

It is the great and distinguishiag excel- 
lence of a republican government, that its 
subjects can be obliged to donothing which 
shail not, in their opinion, be calculated, 
upon the whole and eventually, to promote 
thei true interest. .But the natton whose 
rulers, whether from choice or necessity, 
have adapted the expedient of redressing ite 
wreigs by abandoning ite rights, because, 
forsoath, they were liable to the contingen- 


| cy of reiterated aggression—-such a mation, 


if obliged to submit to such an expedient, 
can enjoy little of the blessing itself; how 
much svever it boast of the proud spirit, of 
ralional liberty. For in what does. suck 
liberty consist ? In what, as already observ- 
ed, but the free, protected exercise of 
rights ? That exercise indeed may, in cer 
tain extremities, he wisely directed to the 
destruction of property instituted in virtue 
of these rights. But.can it be thus direct} 
ed to the alienation of the richts them- 
selves, whilst that which they have justly

Nor must we stop here. How tempora- 
ry soever the privations to which our sub- 
mission is required ; still we ought not to 
submii, unless they bid fair to be of saiutary, 
as well as of speedy, result. But ifno one 
of these conditions is truly made the ground 
of such requisition; if no pablic exigence, 
proportionabie to the grievance ofthe pri- 
vations imposed, is felt; and if these seem 
likely to continue for ever; or to issue in 
diaster only ; instead of submission, the 
public good demands every prudent effort 
of resistance. 

But you will say you are bound to res- 
pect the laws. True. The laws however 
must first respect the Consticution. If they 
do, then you are indeed bound to respect 
and obey them. Nototherwise. Ifa law 
contravene the letter or the manifest inten- 
tion of the Constitution, and consequently 
the public good at the sante time ; it is just- 
ifiable to elude, and, if the hazard of the at- 
tempt exceed not the importance and prob- 
ability of success, to resist it.  Govern- 
ment (says Montesquieu) has no right to 
forbid what nature permits and necessity 
requires.” Upon this principle we say that

You catmot deny this, unless you controvert 
that. And that is at least implicitly recog- 
nised in the Constitution. ‘The powers not 
delegated to the United States by the Con- 
stitution, nor prohibited by it to the states, 
are reserved to the States respectively, or 
tothe people.” It will not be said that a 
power of prohibiting “‘ what nature permits 
and necessity requires” has been “ delega- 
ted to the Unired States.” And, * The e- 
numeration in the Constitution, of certain 
rights, shall not be construed to deny or 
disparage othérs retained by the people.”

Latest fiom Spain.—By the arrival last 
evening of the ship Shepherdess, Capt. 
Dowie, in 46 days from Cadiz, we have re- 
ceived the otficial details (in Spanish) of two 
bloody battles which were fought at Baylen 
and AndGjar on the 15th and 21st of July, 
between the Spanish Patriots and the French 
army under the commiund of Generals Du- 
pont and Gobert, in which the latter were 
compictely defeated, and made prisoners. 
We have procured Translations for this 
evening. 

Since putting the above in type, a gentl2- 
man of this city has banded us a letter from 
his Correspondent in Cadiz, containing the 
following highly important additional intel- 
ligence.---Lv. Post, 
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ee : “ Capiz, 28th July, 1808, 
. paper inclosed contains the details 
of the cupture by the troops of this single: 
Province, of an enure French army whic: 
consisted when it left Madrid of 22,000 men. 
‘The Capitulation was signed on the 21st in- 
stant, lhe prisoners actually surrendered 
are said to exceed 16,000, amd at this.time 
there remains nota single Frenchman. in 
arms in Andalusia. In most of. the other 
Provinces the whole .mass of the people 
have displayed a determined apirit oi resis- 
tance to the French, and several very bloody 
battles have been fought, which have y- 
niformly terminated favourably fur the 
Spaniards, particularly at Valencia and Sar. 
agossa, Where two very considerable bodies 
of French have been totally cut to paeces; 
in short, the Spaniards appear so unanimous 
and so zealous in their determinution to 
drive the French out of the country that | 
aim not without great hopes of their com- 
piete success. As yet, no genera! Govern- 
ment has been formed, but the Juntas or 
Councils established in each Province, for 
its temporary Government, have taken the 
most decided measure to oppose the enemy 
with success, by obliging all the Inhabitants 
between the ages of 16 and 45 to serve in 
the army, without distinction of rank. En- 
voys have been sent to England to demand 
supplies of arms and ammunition—these 
have been received in the most flattering 
manacr by the Government of Great-Brit- 
ain, to whom this revolution is all-impor- 
tant, and the subject of much exultation. 
But while I rejoice that Bonaparte is likely 
to be stopped in his carcer to universal des- 
potism, I very much fear it will increase 
the difficulty of bringing our disputes with 
Greai-Britain to a favourable conclusion.” 
“29th July. 

“ The Post from Malaga has just arrived, 
and brings leticrs, dated 26th inst. contaim- 
ing the following information, viz :-—That 
on the 25th, inthe afternoon, a Xebcc from 
lvica entered thet port and brought intelli- 
gence, that befure her departure from that 
Island an English, frigate had arrived there 
in a damaged state, having been in an en- 
gagemept which had taken place in the 
Mediterranean between an English Sqvad- 
ron, commanded by Admiral Thornborough, 
anda French Fleet of 11 Sail of the Line, 
from Toulon, with troops-on board, destin- 
tined for Spain—When the Frigate left the 
Fleet two French Ships. were sunk and two 
taken, andthe English were in. pursuit 0! 
the others. The letters say that the ac- 
count is fully believed in Malaga, and that 
an express has been sent off by the Govern- 
ment of that place with the news to the Jur- 
ta of Seville.”

reiura to Menjibar; I repassed in the after- 
noon of the 17th the river Guadalquivir, and 
took a position that night—on the 18th ut 
day break I was joined by the second division 
under the command of lield Marshal the 
Marquis de Coupigny, and we beth mar. 
ched towards this Town forthe purpose of 
attacking the enemy if he occupied it. 

As soon as I arrived, in obedience to your 
Excelliency’s orders, I disposed the columns 
of attack facing towards Andujar. At3 in 
the morning of the 19th when the troops 
were forming to begin their march, Gen. 
Dupont with his army attacked our Camp 
and commenced a fire of his artillery with a 
design, doubtless, to surprise us, but with 
the quickness of lightning, all the troops of 
the two divisions led by their worthy offi- 
cers flew to the points attacked, assisted by 
the artillery of both. At sun rise our troops 
were in possession of the heights which 
they formerly occupied, and the enemy be- 
gan their attacks upon various points of the 
line, having the advantage of forming their 
columns under cover from our fire in conse- 
quence of their occupying a better position 
protected by their artillery. 

At every point they were repulsed, and 
in their turn assailed notwithstanding the 
violence of their attacks, which they repeat- 
ed without more interruption than was ne- 
cessary to fall back and form new columns 
until half past twelve, but were fatigued 
without being able to zain ground, although 
they had several times broken our lines. of 
defence with the intrepidity of troops ac- 
customed to conquer, and penetrated to our 
batteries, which were servéd that day in a 
manner which astonished and terrified the 
enemy, and which has few. examples, for 
they not only immediately dismevated ll 
the artillery of the enemy, but routed what- 
ever columns presented themselves, always 
protecting the points attacked, and varying 
their positions as circumstances required. 

General Dupont then placed himself with 
the other Cencrals at the head of the col- 
umns supported by the artillery, and made 
a last attack with admirable boldness; but 
with no better success, and we are told by 
the enemy that 14 of their guns were dis- 
mounted, that their loss amounted to 2000 
inen killed and many wounded, among the 
latter Dapont un! two other generals. 

In this situation Gen. Dupont requested 
to capitulate, and hostiities wore suspended 
in both arimiés, it being agreed that they 
should remain in their respective posicions, 
aud the consequence of the valor and_con- 
stancy of the brave troops composing these 
two divisions has been the total defeut and 
capture of the army of Dupont, and that of 
Bedel has shared the same fate, with the 
aifference only of receiving their arms at 
the time of embarkation, notwithstanding 
the position which the latler took contrary 
to the laws of war afier the, suspension of 
arms granted to it and to its General in 
Chief.

zeal for the public cause. 

I make bold to request your Highness to 
fulfil for me the vow which I had made to 
dedicate this action to the glorious St. Fer- 
dinand. God preserve your Highness ma- 
ny years.

Yesterday the 20th, Spain, or rather the 
army of your highness obtained the most 
complete victory which the nation has 
seen for many ages.-—The result is an imi- 
tation of the battle of Pavia; in ore mo- 
ment the Andalusias are freed from the 
French arms. The division of Dupont 
with every thing belonging to it and all its 
gencrals are captured, and the other divi- 
sions which occupied his majesty’s domin- 
ions from the summit of the Sierra to Bay- 
len, evacuate the Peainsula by sea. This 
is the substance of the treaty ‘which his ex- 
cellency general Castanos wud I had the 
pleasure to sign last night, and as we left 
the camp at midnight exhausted by fatigue 
and watchfulness, itis not possible at pre- 
sent to transn.it to your higkbness the de- 
tails of the capitulations ‘and battles, but I 
shall do it as soon as time perinits. 

This pleasing intelligence will be com- 
municated by Don Pedro Agustin Giron 
Licutenant Col. of the columns of Provin- 
cial Grenadiers with the rank of Cojonel 
and Adjutant General, an officer of the 
highest merit, who by the talents and 
bravery which he has displayed in many 
actions and particularly in this army has 
rendered himself worthy of whatever fa- 
vors your Highness may be pleased ‘to be- 
stow upon hina. 

Ihave ordered allegiance to be sworn 
this day to our new king Don Ferdinand 
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VIL. which had not been performed in thisy, 
city, the Te Deum to be sung, and illumi 
nations for three nights.
